LONDON (CP) —Sir Patrick | 
Ashley Cooper, governor of the | 
Hudson’s Bay Company, today | 
said government red tape ‘is in- 
terfering- with Britain’s overseas | 
trade. 

“The inflexible bureaucratic | 
machine, with its myriad pf regu- 
Jations and controls, imposes a | 


severe delay in the execution of | 


business with overseas clients,” | 
he said in a report of the com- | 
pany’s business for the year | 
ended. Jan. 31. 

“It is often impossible for 
United Kingdom traders to take 
full advantage of fluctuations in 
price and demand in world mar- 
kets,” he complained, 

A company spokesman said at 
a press conference that there is 
an import-export scheme oper- 
ative which requires a “certifi- 
cate” for the fur dealer. Under 
the certificate he could apply for 
an import license, but issuance 
took a minimum of six ‘weeks. 

The fur trade was seasonal in 
nature and an importer might 
wish to make a snap purchase at 
a suitable price.

'TTHE OTHER DAY we chanced 

on a phrase about govern- 
ment that seemed to represent a 
high measure understanding 
and wisdom.

Russians Face New Resistance | 
In Germany; May Bar Elections 


BERLIN AP)—There is public 
evidence of a growing revolt 
against Communism in Russian- 
occupied Germany—a revolt so 
serious the Russians may not 
permit scheduled elections this 
autumn, 

The revolt is most serious on 
a local level. That is why the 
Russians apparently are plan- 
ning to postpone the Gemeinde 
(township or community) elec- 
tions to spare the Soviet-spon- 
sored Socialist Unity Party 
(S.E.D.) from taking a beating. 

The official Soviet newspaper, 
Taegliche Rundschau, has dis- 
closed for the first time officially 
that the Russians are planning 
to put off the elections. [t said 
the newly-licensed Peasant Party 
had petitioned Marshal Vassily 
D. Sokolovsky, Russian military 
governor, to delay the elections. 

Allied and German observers 
predicted Sokolovsky soon would 
agree to the request.

One Woman's Day

COUNTRY DOCTORS 
(TALKING TO A COUNTRY DOCTOR the other day, he was 

mourning the passing of the general practitioner and the 
ubiquity of the specialist. And he shook his white head and 
predicted that, in a few years, the family doctor as. we once 
knew him would be consigned to a place among the less 
important exhibits in a museum! 

His observations point up similar sentiments expressed by 
a Winnipeg physician, Dr. A. Hollenberg, made before a group 
of 150 general practitioners in Toronto: 
“For years we have noticed that hospitals have been closed 
us have, been the prerogative of the specialists 
the general practitioner

CHAIRS FOR THEM 

THAT WINNIPEG MEDICAL MAN added the suggestion that 
medical schools establish chairs of general practice, to 

counteract the tendency to specialize. 

Having been blessed with such good health that my khowl- 
edge of hospitals has been confined largely to that of an 
observer, one on the outside looking in, so to speak, I am not 
qualified either to agree or disagree with the Winnipeg man’s 
assertion. 

But I do know, from discussions which haye taken place 
in the provincial Legislature from time to time, that, unless 
something is done to encourage young students to enter the 
rural field, the country doctor is, as my old friend said, going 
to disappear into the limbo. And that would have disastrous 
results upon Canada's far-flung settlements, 

LARGER INCOMES 


T IS ONLY NATURAL that ambitious young medical students 

should gravitate to the cities, where larger and more afflu- 
ent practices are more easily obtainable than in the country, 
and with far less physical effort. 

It is far easier to visit patients when concentrated in a 
hospital or, at worst, in the easily get-at-able confines ofva city, 
than it is to journey miles over country roads, often on horse- 
back in summer and sleigh in winter, to visit widely-scattered 
sufferers. 

By the same token, the rural practitioner becomes more 
than a docior—he is usually guide, philosopher and friend to 
his patients. To him they are not merely case histories, and 
his relationship to them engenders a wise understanding, a 
warm humanitarianism which, in untold instances, proves even 
more efficacious and healing than hig nostrums, 

RURAL APPRENTICESHIPS 
SOME OF MY URBAN MEDICAL FRIENDS may not agree 
with the foregoing diagnosis, but the General Council of 
the Canadian Medical Association evidently feels that some- 
thing will have to be done to encourage the country doctor. 

As at the Toronto meeting it recommended that general 
practitioners from small centres be added to university medical 
school staffs, and that young doctors in training be sent to 
serve an apprenticeship under small-town physicians, 

Fifty years ago, the situation in Britain was such that the 
rural areas were being depleted of doctors, so the British 
Medical Society introduced a similar system to what the Cana- 
dian group proposes, And it has proved effective, it is claimed. 
LESS SPECIALIZATION 

HEN IT IS ALL SAID AND DONE, 

specialization in the medical field is but another 
of the trend in other fields. But in a calling whose very 
nature involves an intimate, personal association between 
practitioner and client, there is a danger of too cold and clinical 
an approach in too much specialization, 

There again some of my specialist friends will disagree. 
And I shall probably offend them even more by quoting the 
definition my rural friend left with me of the difference be- 
tween a general practitioner and a specialist: 

“A general practitioner is a doctor who knows a little about 
and who goes on knowing less and less about more 
he finally knows nothing about everything. A 

doctor knows great about little and 
who goes on Knowing more and more about less and less until 
he Knows everything about nothing.”
